Chamber  to  hear 
BBB  plans  today

ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  will  meet 
with  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Board  of  Directors  today  to  submit  a 
proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Better  Business  Bureau  (BBB)  in  Provo. 

Fifty  information  packets  were 
distributed  Monday  in  an  effort  to  gain 
support  for  the  proposal  and  to  inform 
local  media  and  businessmen  of  the 
advantages  of  having  a  BBB  in  Utah 
Valley,  Henrie  said. 

According  to  Henrie,  the  most 
important  item  in  the  packet  is  the 
proposal,  which  calls  for  a  branch  of  the 
Salt  Lake  BBB  to  be  established  within 
the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

According  to  the  proposal,  the  Provo 
BB  would  be  given  a  three-month  trial 
run  and  would  be  entirely  staffed  by 
student  and  community  volunteers. 


The  proposal  states  the  administration 
of  the  BBB  would  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Provo  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  which  would  form  a 
committee  to  oversee  and  evaluate  its 
operation  during  the  trial  period. 

Also  contained  in  the  packet  are 
brochures  detailing  the  history  and 
traditions  of  the  BBB,  examples  of 
consumer  information  produces  by  the 
BBB  and  testimonials  of  the  advantages 
of  the  bureau,  Henrie  said. 

Henrie  has  worked  for  several  months 
in  preparation  for  today’s  meeting  with 
the  chamber.  Gerald  McAllister, 
president  of  the  Salt  Lake  BBB,  also 
supports  the  proposal  for  a  Provo  BBB, 
Henrie  reported. 

McAllister  pledged  his  time  and 
facilities  in  the  training  and 
implementation  of  a  Provo  office  in  a 
meeting  with  Henrie  last  month.

Lamon  J.  Oviatt  Jr.  of  the  Housing  Office  some  slightly  down, 
said,  “There  is  a  problem  with  housing  and  “ 
we  need  to  solve  it,  but  whether  that 
particular  ordinance  would  do  it,  I  don’t 
know.” 

Oviatt  said  that  the  housing  office 
representatives  go  around  around  three  times 
knocking  on  doors  and  inspecting  student 
housing  “if  anyone  is  home.”  If  these 
representatives  find  a  problem,  they  contact 
the  landlord  to  see  that  the  problem  is 
corrected. 

“MoSt  landlords  are  very  cooperative,”  he 
said.  “We  don’t  use  legal  means  at  all.  Just 
patience  and  long-suffering.” 

Oviatt  said  he  didn’t  think  the  occupancy 
ordinance  would  make  things  easier.  “We 
have  10  individuals  doing  now  what  they 
(city  officials)  propose  to  do  with  two.” 

Several  of  the  objections  of  the  ordinance, 
found  in  the  lawsuit  initiated  by  Metier, 
were: 

—  The  ordinance  is  unconstitutional 
because  it  is  indefinite,  vague  and 
ambiguous. 

—It  is  unconstitutional  because  it  requires 
making  an  act  a  crime  after  that  act  had 
been  committed  (referring  to  the  existing 
buildings  and  their  parking  problems.) 

—It  is  discriminatory  because  it  didn’t 
require  on-campus  housing  to  provide 
parking  but  did  require  it  of  off-campus 
housing. 

—It  doesn’t  allow  a  landlord  to  use  his 
property  as  he  sees  fit. 

—It  would  require  landlords  to  break 
existing  contracts  with  students  if  a  dwelling 
were  not  up  to  standards. 

—  It  would  cause  landlords  to  suffer 
irreparable  damage  because  students  would 
be  forced  to  vacate  premises  and  the 
landlords  would  lose  their  clientele.

Gordon  Bullock,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  Provo  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  said  Tuesday  night  that  he  is 
in  favor  of  the  proposal. 

“I  have  no  indication  from  the  board 
yet  as  to  the  direction  their  decision  will 
take,”  Bullock  said.  He  added  he  had 
heard  of  no  opposition  to  the  proposal. 

Bullock  said  if  the  proposal  is 
approved,  the  chamber  will  evaluate  the 
BBB  periodically  and  either  expand  or 
delete  it  according  to  use  and  need. 

Henrie  reported  the  Salt  Lake  BBB 
handles  about  200  inquires  a  day.  The 
Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce  receives 
between  eight  to  10  calls  per  week,  he 
said.

Man  needs  God, 


statesman  says 


A  disastrous  divorce 
between  man  and  God  is  the 
source  of  the  major  ills  in 
western  civilization, 
Tuesday’s  forum  speaker  told 
a  BYU  audience. 

The  speaker,  Dr.  Charles  H. 
Malik,  said  the  alienation  of 
God  from  all  aspects  of  life 
has  led  to  a  crisis  on 
university  campuses, 
problems  in  foreign  relations 
and  to  a  general  lack  of 
effective  leadership. 

Dr.  Malik  is  a  statesman 


and  professor  of  philosophy 
at  the  American  University  in 
Beirut,  Lebanon. 

Dr.  Malik  said  the  calling  of 
America  is  to  place  its 
immense  power  at  the 
disposal  of  its  immense 
potentiality  for  good.  Bound 
up  in  America  is  “the 
preservation  and 
strengthening  of  the 
fundamental  values  of 
western  civilization,”  he  said. 

The  heart  of  the  crisis  on 
college  campuses  has  been  the 
expulsion  of  God  from  the 
schools,  Dr.  Malik  said. 

“This  is,  of  course,  called

According  to  Dr.  Malik, 
there  are  no  great  leaders  in 
the  world  today.  A  great  leader  in 
one  who  loves  being  alone 
with  God,  communes  with 
the  deepest  and  rises  above 
himself,  he  said. 

“If  you  believe  in  prayer, 
and  I  know  you  do,  then  pray 
that  God  sends  great  leaders, 
for  that  is  the  world’s  greatest 
needs,”  he  said. 

One  of  the  problems  with 
detente  is  that  America’s  role 
is  being  reduced  to  that  of  a 
producer  of  military  might 
and  material  goods,  said  Dr. 
Malik.  America  should  be 
interested  in  opening  up  the 
closed  societies  by  spreading 
its  “deepest”  ideas  of 
democracy  and  freedom  to 
these  societies,  he  said. 


‘Mercy  killing' 
to  be  pursued? 


MINEOLA,  N.Y.  (AP)  - 
Maryjane  Dahl’s  mother  and 
aunt  will  testify  without 
immunity  if  a  grand  jury 
investigates  the  apparent 
mercy  killing  of  the 
16-year-old  Long  Island  high 
school  girl,  the  mother’s 
attorney  said  Tuesday. 


Miss  Dahl  died  the  night  of 
Nov.  2  when  her 
life-sustaining  respirator  was 
disconnected  as  she  lay  in  a 
coma.  Nassau  County’s 
medical  examiner,  Leslie 
Lukash,  has  ruled  the  death 
homicide,  insisting  “it  wasn’t 
suicide  and  it  wasn’t 
accidental.”

“Most  of  the  time  we 
return  the  child  to  its  parents 
after  we  think  it  is  safe  in  the 
home,”  Nielson  continued. 
The  courts  can  decide, 
however,  to  place  the  child 
for  adoption  or  put  it  in 
foster  care.  “We  continue  to 
follow  the  situation  closely  in 
all  cases,  sometimes  for  ever  a 
year,”  he  reassured. 

“We  use  a  team  approach 
for  rehabilitating  parents,” 
Nielson  emphasized.  The 
child  welfare  office, 
Timpanogos  Mental  Health 
Center,  church  officials  and 
sometimes  the  courts  get  into 
the  program.

The  joys  and  tragedies  of  the  Morgan  family  are 
narrated  by  the  youngest  son  of  the  family  as  he 
prepares  to  leave  the  valley.

“The  Quiet  Man.” 

Ford  is  also  known  for  the  version  of 

Stagecoach  which  capitulated  John  Wayne  to 
stardom,  and  other  great  movies  including  “Young 
Mr.  Lincoln,”  and  “The  Searchers.” 

Hentschel  said  Ford  uses  the  family  very 
potently  in  his  films.  He  said  Ford  tries  to  show 
that  anything  that  affects  the  individual  also 
affects  the  family.  Ford  uses  the  period  and  story 
as  a  basis  for  a  supremely  poignant  and  convincing 
study  of  the  glories  of  humanity  and  particularly 
the  role  of  the  family  in  humanity,  he  added. 

Hentschel  said  Ford’s  films  are  pieces  of  great 
art,  not  only  for  handling  of  actors  but  also  for  use 
of  camera,  lighting,  and  editing.

The  contract,  which 
monitoring  air  in  the  Four  Corners 
area  of  southeastern  Utah,  will 
extend  over  a  five-year  period, 
according  to  Dr.  Dale  Slade, 
manager  of  the  Ute  Research  Lab. 


The  purpose  of  the  air 
monitoring  project,  said  Dr.  Slade, 
is  to  “establish  baseline  air  quality 
data  prior  to  construction  and 
operation  of  electrical  generating 
plants  in  the  Four  Corners  area  and 


Dr.  Slade,  a  BYU  graduate, 
initiated  the  laboratory  project 
with  the  Utes  about  four  years  ago. 
Since  that  time  more  than  20  Utes, 
and  several  whites,  have  gone 
through  a  training  program  at  the 
laboratory.  “It’s  a  thrill  to  see  these 
Indian  people,  many  without  a  high 
school  education,  performing 
chemical  tests  as  proficiently  as 
college  undergraduate  chemistry 
students,”  said  Dr.  Slade. 


Former  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  the  EPA, 
totalling  over  $400,000  have  helped 
in  providing  jobs  for  Indians  and 
giving  the  lab  some  expertise  in  the 
air  monitoring  field,  said  Dr.  Slade. 

The  lab  has  seven  full-time  Indian 
employes,  according  to  Dr.  Slade. 
“What  we  really  need  is  more  job 
opportunities  on  the  reservation,” 
he  added.

Oaks  in  top  court? 


BYU  shows  pride 


BYU  students  and  member  of  the  LDS  Church  thrust  their 
chest  out  a  little  farther  and  stood  taller  this  weekend  after 
learning  that  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  is  one  of  1 1  men  whose 
names  were  submitted  to  the  American  Bar  Association  for 
possible  nomination  to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 

Further,  initial  indications  are  that  his  name  is  one  of  the 
top  five  on  the  list  of  nominees  to  succeed  Justice  William  O. 
Douglas  who  resigned  last  week,  according  to  a  story  from 
the  National  Public  Radio. 

In  his  usual  careful  and  deliberate  manner,  Pres.  Oaks  has 
studiously  remained  quiet  on  the  subject.  But  around 
'  campus,  the  air  fairly  tingles  with  excitement. 

“Justice  Oaks?”  many  students  can  be  heard  saying. 
“Wouldn’t  that  be  neat?” 

A  law  student  from  the  University  of  Utah  was  heard  on 
campus  saying,  “I’m  jealous.” 

But  even  before  his  consideration  for  the  Supreme  Court 
sport.  Pres.  Oaks  was  a  source  of  pride  and  wonder  for  BYU 
students.  At  43,  he  has  accomplished  what  most  men  never 
accomplish  in  a  lifetime.  He  has  practiced  law  successfully 
and  now  is  the  president  of  the  largest  church-supported 
university  in  the  nation.  He  has  written  five  books  and 
numerous  aritcles  which  have  been  used  by  the  Supreme 
Court  in  its  decisions.  He  is  a  Regional  Representative  of  the 
Twelve  and  has  held  other  positions  of  responsibility  in  the 
LDS  Church. 

And  finally,  he  is  a  father  and  a  man  with  an  unaffected, 
genuine  manner  who  can  bring  an  auditorium  full  of  BYU 
students  to  laughter  when  talking  about  his  life.  Simply,  he 
embodies  the  principles  of  excellence  he  teaches. 

Of  course,  President  Ford  and  the  Senate,  who  must  make 
the  final  decision  on  Douglas’  successor,  may  not  choose 
Pres.  Oaks.  The  wire  services  have  said  alternately  the  U.S. 
Solicitor  Gereral  Robert  H.  Bork  and  Sen.  Robert  P.  Griffin 
of  Michigan  are  getting  the  President’s  most  careful  scrutiny. 

There  is  also  some  talk  that  Ford  may  hesitate  in 
nominating  a  conservative  because  the  Senate  wants  to 
balance  the  conservative  justices  chosen  by  former  President 
Nixon. 

And  many  spokesmen,  including  the  900-member 
Republican  Women’s  Task  Force  have  urged  Ford  to  name  a 
woman  to  the  court  for  the  first  time  in  history. 

Finally,  Pres.  Oaks  may  turn  down  a  nomination. 

But  even  if  he  is  not  the  successor  to  Douglas,  Brigham 
Young  University  and  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Later-day  Saints  will  still  hold  their  heads  a  little 
higher  and  work  a  little  harder  to  achieve  excellence. 


There  need  to  be  some 
revisions  made  in  the  BYU 
parking  system. 

And  at  the  same  time  the 
revisions  are  being  made, 
some  revision  in  attitudes 
towards  the  parking  problems 
may  also  be  in  order. 

J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of 
Student  Life,  said  in  an 
interview  last  week  that  as 
many  as  318  incorrectly 
purchased  parking  stickers  are 
not  a  cause  of  congestion  on 
student  parking  lots.  He  said 
that  parking  congestion  is 
exaggerated. 

While  BYU  may  easily  have 
a  better  traffic  circulation 
than  many  campuses,  any 
congestion  is  undesirable,  and 
the  effect  of  318 
unauthorized  cars  on  that 
congestion  would  seem 
evident. 

It  also  appears  —  allowing 
room  for  some  ignorance  — 


that  there  are  at  least  a  few 
students  at  BYU  who  feel 
that  a  piece  of  gummed 
plastic  means  more  to  them 
than  their  personal  integrity.

Questions  raised 


about  'B'  stickers 


In  an  aritcle  published  in  the  Nov.  7  issue  of  the  “Daily 
Universe,  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of  Student  Life,  reportedly 
said  there  were  more  “B”  parking  stickers  issued  than  there 
were  parking  places.  There  were  over  5,400  “B”  parking 
stickers  issued  this  year,  according  to  Cameron. 

Dean  Cameron  is  right.  There  were  more  “B”  parking 
Stickers  than  there  are  parking  places.  At  least  3,673  if  BYU 
Security’s  figures  are  right.  Security  said  there  are  only  1,727 
“B”  parking  places  available  on  campus. 

Dean  Cameron  reportedly  said  although  more  “B”  stickers 
are  issued  than  there  are  parking  places,  there  is  never  more . 
than  33  per  cent  of  the  student  body  on  campus  at  one  time. 

Apparently  Dean  Cameron  came  to  this  33  per  cent  figure 
by  checking  to  see  how  many  students  were  registered  for 
classes  at  different  times  during  the  day.  He  was  quoted  as 
saying,  “That  is  one  reason  we  over-extend  the  “B”  stickers. 
There  are  seldom  more  than  8,300  student  registered  for 
classes  in  any  one  hour.” 

This  is  a  very  questionable  method  for  determining  how 
many  students  are  on  campus  at  any  one  time.  Although  a 
student  may  be  registered  for  an  8  a.m.  ,  10  a.m.  noon  and  a 
.  2  p.m.  class,  this  doesn’t  mean  he  goes  out  to  the  parking 
lot,  gets  into  his  or  her  car  and  drives  around  during  the 
hours  in  between  classes.  On  the  contrary,  seldom  will  a 
student  drive  his  or  her  car  between  classes. 

Dean  Cameron  was  also  quoted  as  saying,  “We  run  a 
regular  check  on  the  “B”  parking  lots.  We’ve  surveyed  them 
during  every  hour  of  the  day  and  except  for  a  few  days  at  the 
beginning  of  the  semester  they  are  never  full.” 

It  is  obvious  our  Dean  of  Student  Life  does  not  have  a  “B” 
parking  sticker.  If  he  had,  he  would  not  have  made  this 
statement. 

And  it  is  surprising  the  ASBYU  officers  haven’t  had 
anything  to  say  on  this  matter.  Then  again,  why  should  they? 
They  all  have  “A”  parking  stickers.  -  Peter  Smeed

Controversial  issues,  the 
editor  said,  must  be  avoided 
on  the  editorial/opinion  page. 
He  said  that  even  when  a  pro 
and  con  editorial  dealing  with 
busing  were  submitted,  the 
editorials  were  censored 
because  of  fear  of  an 
unfavorable  reaction  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  school’s 
alumni. 

At  a  new  university  in 
Texas  the  student  paper  was 
just  getting  started  when  the 
university’s  president  had 
15,000  copies  of  the  paper 
shredded  for  carrying  an 
editorial  that  criticized  him. 
The  student  newspaper,  the 
president  said,  was  considered 
to  be  merely  a  house  organ, 
and  not  a  means  of  self 
expression  for  the  students. 

Other  examples  of 
censorship  of  one  type  or 
another  abound  in  private 
universities. 

Recent  letters  to  the  editor 
in  the  Daily  Universe  have 
indicated  that  some  students 
think  freedom  of  the  press  at 
BYU  is  either  non-existent  or 
that  it  should  not  exist. 

Certainly,  some  issues  are 
difficult  for  the  Daily 
Universe  to  cover,  but 
students  should  realize  that 
our  freedom  of  self 
expression  is  greater  here 
than  at  many  institutions 
across  the  nation. 

At  public  universities, 
freedom  of  the  press  is

Shortly  before  eight,  a

Derin  Head,  in  an 
undocumented,  assertive 
editorial  Nov.  5  claimed  that 
“Exams  really  test  the  quality 
of  teachers”  (and  by 
implication  really  do  not  test 
the  quality  of  students).  Is 
she  right?  I  doubt  it. 

As  student  and  as  teacher  I 
have  both  taken  and  given 
many  exams,  and  time  and 
experience  have  only 
confirmed  what  I  also  believe 
as  a  student:  that  the 
problem  of  bad  tests  is 
mostly  an  illusion  of  students 
who  are  poorly  prepared.  On 
even  bad  tests  good  students 
do  better  than  mediocre 
students,  and  mediocre 
students  do  better  than  poor 
students,  so  little  damage  is 
done  even  when  the  test  is  a 
loser. 

The  aims  of  testing  are 
more  complicated  than  most 
students  know.  Many 
teachers— one  would  hope  all 
teachers— use  tests  to  discover 
not  merely  whether  the 
students  possess  a  stock  of 
facts  and  “correct”  ideas,  but 
whether  they  have  chewed 
thoroughly  and  digested 
those  facts  and  ideas. 

Most  students  have  never 
learned  what  “learning”  is. 
They  mistakenly  assume  that 
they  have  learned  something 
if  they  can  repeat  it  verbatim 
or  if  they  can  identify  a  right 
answer  among  Several  wrong 
answers  in  a  multiple-choice 
type  examination  (i.e., 
salivate  when  the  bell  rings). 
What  theyhave 
comprehended  is  that  rote  or 
“triggered”  responses  indicate 
only  the  most  rudimentary 
kinds  of  learning. 

Far  above  such  feeble 


mental  workings  is 
understanding-not  merely 
remembering  or  regurgitating 
information,  but  observing 
and  comprehending 
relationships  of  information 
and  principles  and  carefully 
fitting  new  information  and 
ideas  into  a  consistent  and 
constantly  enlarging  personal 
synthesis  of  knowledge. 

Students  who  lack  such 
understanding  are  often 
frustrated  when  a  question  is 
asked  in  an  unexpected  way, 
or  in  a  way  that  does  not 
quickly  trigger  an  automatic 
response.  Many  students 
caught  in  this  situation 
immediately  cry  “trick 
question”  and  criticize  the 
test  of  the  teacher,  whereas 
the  student’s  superficial 
acquaintance  with  the 
material -  his  lack  of 
understanding-is  the  real 
culprit. 

Now,  I  hasten  to  add  that  a 
teacher  who  comes  up  with  a 
bad  test  should  certainly 
admit  it  and  try  again,  just  as 
students  sometimes  need  to 
repent  and  improve  their 
study  habits. 

But  why  must  we  be 
saddled  with  editorials  which 
merely  assert  the  old 
rationalizations  and  attempt 
once  more  to  flatter  student 
egos  by  insisting  (without 
careful  examination  of  the 
facts)  that  “Exams  really  test 
the  quality  of  teachers,”  as 
though  teachers  often 
perform  incompetently  and 
the  .  quality  of  student 
preparedness  has  little  to  do 
with  success  or  failure  in 
taking  tests? 

Is  it  possible  that  the 
problem  of  teacher  error  in 
making  up  tests  is  miniscule 
compared  to  the  problem  of 
students  who,  instead  of 
striving  to  understand,  merely 
tumble  facts  and  ideas 
haphazardly  into  their  brains 
and  spend  their  spare  time 
eating  sour  grapes?
